Modern Gold Mining. 
I p until about lSuO only placer or 
surface gold was mined 
that Is, free 
gold, deposited hi tin* beds of streams. 
In sands and in the crevices of rocks. 
Placer mining, mainly in new and re­ 
mote regions, still furnishes a material 
though not a large percentage of the 
world’s output. Formerly the alluvial 
gold was separated 
from the sands 
and gravels containing It by washing 
them in pans, cradles,

sluices.

Ry 
this means a “giant’’ stream of water 
turned against the side of ¡1 mountain 
washes everything before It.

Striking Results Shown In a Test With 
Gray Perch.

obtained with the gray perch, which

Of course the normal sardines were at 
once seized and eaten, but it was not 
until hungry that the perch made a 
tentative meal u( one of the red col­ 
ored victim* 
On recognizing the sardine llavor, 
however, lie promptly demolished the 
remainder. 
Later the perch devoured 
the sardines irrespective of color, thus 
showing not only traces o f a memory, 
but also 
Hie po wer to differentiate 
color, 
Subsequently 
sardines 
colored 
red 
and blue were placed in the tank to­ 
gether with tin- silver ones.

se('iie was repeated, the blue sardines 
not 
being attacked until the others 
were eaten and hunger compelled in­ 
vestigation of the newcomers.

dines of all three types without any 
ditiicult y.

ment was $8,490,770. 
Wall street corp orations came for­ 
ward with about $2,600,000 in taxes 
nnd ap p roximately another $1.000,000 
was turned In by Chicago corp orations.
